DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because they are drawn to non- 
statutory subject matter. In claim 1, lines 11-12, applicant positively recites part of a 
human, i.e. "the real hair is tied". Thus claims 1-6 include a human within their scope 
and are non-statutory. 

A claim directed to or including within its scope a human is not considered to be 
patentable subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . The grant of a limited, but exclusive 
property right in a human being is prohibited by the Constitution. In re Wakefield, 422 
F.2d 897, 164 USPQ 636 (CCPA 1970). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Smith 
(U.S. Pat. # 6,837,249). 

With regard to claims 1-2, Smith discloses an ornamental hairpiece (fig. 2) 
comprising a wig unit in which a plurality of artificial hairs are arranged neatly, a 
connection unit being a designated position of an upper end of the wig unit, cohered by 
adhesive means (col. 3, lines 12-14) and having a main body which provides a real hair 
reception hole (12) formed at a central area, and connection loops being inherently 
used for real hair (14 forms loop around the bead) and a body formation pipe (10) being 
inserted into the main body. In regard to claims 3-6, a body fixation thread (14) being 
wound on an outer circumference main body (fig. 2) and the connection loops being 
made of a part of the body fixation thread (col. 3, lines 1-6) and inserted into the real 
hair reception hole (col. 4, lines 7-8). 

Claim 7 is allowable over prior art of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mcdonald et al discloses a hair extension having a real hair 
reception hole. Hudson is cited to show a method of manufacturing a hairpiece. Chang 
is cited to show the state of the art with respect to an extension hair with guide loop.
